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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: the material composition has a non-polymeric , covalently bonded 
structure. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1, 40 and 41 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claims 1, 
40, and 41, line 1, after "A material" insert -composition- for clarity. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for forming the material composition comprises SiCOH or 
SiCH, does not reasonably provide enablement for forming the material composition having a 
non-polymeric, covalently bonded structure comprising Si-C, SiH, C-H or Si-C, SiH, SiO and C- 
H bonds. 
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Claims 1, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for forming the material composition comprises SiCOH or 
SiCH, does not reasonably provide enablement for forming the material composition having a 
non-polymeric, covalently bonded structure comprising Si-C, Si-H, C-H or Si-C, SiH, SiO and 
C-H bonds. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. The specification discloses either SiCOH or SiCH is used as the insulating 
material. However, in the claims, the bonds of Si-C, Si-H, C-H or Si-C, Si-H, SiO and C-H can 
be used to form a plurality of different insulating materials, which have broader scope than the 
claimed invention. 



Double Patenting 

4. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
EagleMfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d467, 114USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claims 1,11 and 14, respectively, of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,497,963. This is a double 



patenting rejection.
